splash pad, once again operational, it 
provided fun for youngsters on a hot, 
sunny day. 

Everywhere there was a festive 
atmosphere - and a plethora of 
fundraisers, for a wide range of causes. 

On King St., Paul and Ellen Kent held 
the 7th annual Bake Sale in memory of 
their son David Kent, with help from 
family and friends. 

All of the home-baking was sold by 
donation, and all of the funds raised 
went to the "Dave Kent Lusters" team 
participating in the Canadian Cancer 
Society's Relay for Life, this year taking 


place June 13-14 in Alliston. In the past 
seven years, the Dave Kent Lusters 
have raised over $30,000 for the Cancer 
Society. 

Around the corner, 6 year old Char¬ 
lotte was raising funds for a different 
goal. She made and sold cupcakes to 


earn the money for a hot air balloon 
ride. She's wanted to take a balloon 
ride "since I was really little. Maybe 3," 
she says. And she'll have at least one 
more year to raise the funds.

There was plenty of controversy when 
the city of Toronto decided to purchase 
a sculpture by Henry Moore, for the 
plaza in front of its new City Hall. 

Once installed, The Archer became 
an accepted part of the urban land¬ 
scape. 

There has been controversy sur¬ 
rounding the decision of Innisfil Hydro 
to commission an original sculpture by 
Ron Baird - the artist who created the 
iconic Spirit Catcher sculpture, that now 
overlooks Kempenfelt Bay in Barrie. 

At the Innisfil Arts Culture & Heritage 
Council's Members' Meeting on lune 9, 
Baird brought in a maquette of "fig Rig," 
the polished stainless steel, kinetic 
sculpture he designed for Innisfil Hydro, 
and talked about the importance of 
public art in the community. 

The impact, Baird said, is both finan¬ 
cial - studies have shown that "for every 
$1 invested in art, $2.70 comes back" - 
and inspirational. Significant pieces, 
like The Archer in Toronto and The 
Spirit Catcher in Barrie, become iconic 
over time, helping to define the charac¬ 
ter of the community. 

"We're excited about it," said IACHC 


Past Chair fane Dewar, noting that the 
12 metre high sculpture will be located 
at the new Innisfil Hydro headquarters 
on Yonge St., within view of the Innisfil 
Recreation Complex and in the geo¬ 
graphic centre of the Town of Innisfil. 

Innisfil Hydro has budgeted $125,000 
for the artwork.

Vendor Take Back Mortgages 

Over the past few weeks, I have had a number of clients 
approach me asking what I thought about Vendor take 
back mortgages (VTB), and would I recommend they 
enter into such arrangements. 

A VTB is where the Vendor, rather than a financial 
institution, such as a Bank or Credit Union, finances the 
mortgage. This may be all of the mortgage required to 
complete the purchase, or just a portion of it. In any 
case, the title to the property is transferred to the 
Purchaser, with a registered lien (mortgage) in favour 
of the Vendor. 

The rate and terms of a VTB are negotiable, but you 
should note that in most cases the interest rate is 
higher than you would get at a traditional lending 
institution. This is because there are higher risks that 
the Vendor is willing to accept. 

Some Reasons You May Consider A VTB: 

• Easier to Qualify - allows persons to purchase 
properties that they would not qualify for through 
traditional funding. Qualifying for a VTB really is 
just coming to acceptable terms with the Vendor, as 
opposed to meeting specific requirements at a bank. 

• Lower Down Payment - this can allow you to 
purchase a higher end or larger property with the 
same amount of funds. You can even be more 
flexible in making real estate investments, such as 
purchasing rental properties. This may allow you 
to buy multiple properties, without tying up a large 
amount of cash in each property. This may also 
provide a greater return on investment. 

• Good Interest Rates - in some cases, VTB offer 
cheaper interest rates than private mortgage lenders. 
Similarly, there are lower fees and less cost and time 
associated with VTB. 

As it relates to the Vendor, he may want to provide a VTB 
after considering the following: 

• Tax Deferral - because the Vendor isn’t receiving 
100% of the sale cost up front in one fiscal year, 
this may lead to lower capital gains taxes. This is 
therefore an incentive for the Vendor. 

• Higher Selling Price - prospective Purchasers may 
be inclined to offer a higher purchase price if they 
are able to negotiate favourable interest and terms 
with the Vendor. 

• Higher Return on Investment - this may be a 
good investment for the Vendor as he may be able to 
receive a higher return on his investment, as opposed 
to more traditional investments. 

Despite the advantages, a VTB should only be entered 
into after careful consideration and consultation with a 
real estate lawyer.

S ee no evil, hear no evil. That's generally how the tax- 
and-spend crowd approach our fiscal framework. 
Special interests wanting to shakedown the taxpayer for 
more handouts rarely present data to show just how 
much you're being hosed. 

Politicians bribing you with your own money tend not 
to speak about just how much of a hit to your pocketboolc 
their magic bean promises are going to make. 

Which is why we're grateful to the Fraser Institute for its 
annual Tax Freedom Day bulletin. 

That's the day when you finally stop working to pay off 
the taxes the three levels of government take from you, 
and start working to support your own family. 

This year it felt on Monday, June 9. Canadians, you are 
now free! 

(Actually that's the federal average. It changes based on 
province. Albertans made it out on May 23, but those in 
Newfoundland and Labrador are still shackled to the 
taxman until June 22.) 

To get these dates, they tally up the total local, provin¬ 
cial and federal tax burdens and compare them with 
incomes. 

The tally includes taxes on property, gas, booze, vehi¬ 
cles ... as everyone knows all too well, the list goes on. 

The report, authored by Milagros Palacios and Charles 
Lammam, tells us "the total tax bill of the average Cana¬ 
dian family in 2014 will amount to 43.5% of its income." 
Yilces. Almost half your income goes to government! 
Silly us. There we were thinking all along that govern¬ 
ment exists to serve the taxpayer. Apparently it's the other 
way around. 

Here's another troublesome nugget: Between 2013 and 
2014 average Canadian family income increased by 2.1%. 
But the total tax bill went up by 3.2%. Even when you're 
ahead, they make sure you're still behind! 

That partially explains why Tax Freedom Day comes 
one day later this year. 

Sometimes when it comes later it can be the sign of a 
rebounding economy — incomes increase so people 
move into higher brackets and consume more. 

But however you spin it, Canadians shell out a lot of 
taxes ... then they read about politicians misspending 
their money or new regulations nobody wants. 

Just another reminder that government needs to go 
back to basics and live within its means.

PSA test costs should be covered 


Did you know that Ontario is one of 
only two provinces that doesn't cover 
the cost of the PSA test for prostate 
cancer? 

That's why Prostate Cancer Canada 
wants the provincial government to give 
Ontarians fair and equal access to PSA 
testing that is covered by OHIP. 

The PSA test is a simple blood test, 
taken from your arm, that measures the 
amount of prostate specific antigen 
(PSA) in your blood. 

Without testing for prostate cancer, 
the excellent survival rate because of 
early detection is lost and men are diag¬ 


nosed at a much later stage, when death 
from the disease becomes more likely. 

While there are controversies with the 
PSA test, high numbers serve as a pow¬ 
erful red flag for further investigation; 
mortality from prostate cancer has 
declined by an estimated 40% in the last 
20 years since the PSA test was intro¬ 
duced.What kind of message are we 
sending to men about the test - and 
their health in general - if we are asking 
them to pay for the test out of pocket? 

Just like the message for our new June 
event says: 'This year, we have to Do it 
for Dads, because when it comes to 


their health, sadly Dads don't do it for 
themselves.' ]This June we asked 
Ontario residents to take 30 seconds to 
tell their provincial election candidates, 
in all parties, that they support coverage 
of PSA tests for Ontarians. We have 
made it extremely easy to do so via the 
online advocacy tool psatests- 
forontario.ca. 

One click for a test that can save lives 
and should be covered in all provinces.

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Students learning the value of voting

Young people were dipping their 
toes into the waters of democracy 
on Wednesday. 

Barrie Central Collegiate stu¬ 
dents joined more than 140,000 stu¬ 
dents across the province in Stu¬ 
dent Vote Ontario 2014. 

Student Vote is a parallel election 
which coincides with official elec¬ 
tions. Students learn about the 
democratic process, party plat¬ 
forms and local candidates through 
classroom learning, campaign 
events and take-home activities. 

The program culminates with an 
authentic in-school vote where stu¬ 
dents take on the roles of election 
officials and cast ballots on the offi¬ 
cial candidates in their electoral 
district. 

Results will be tabulated on June 
12 following the closing of polls. 

Barrie Central political sciences 
teacher Mike Ramsay said all stu¬ 
dents at attended the May 25 all¬ 
candidates debate held at the 
school and got a feel for the parties' 
platforms. He estimated about 80% 
of them voted Wednesday. 

The school had sworn-in poll 
clerks who would count the vote as 
Elections Ontario officials would do 
on election day, he said, adding stu¬ 
dents will be interested to see how 
their school fared against others 
across the province in picking the 
the political party that wins the 
election. 

“Some elections we've been bang 
on with the federal or provincial 
results/' Ramsay said. “Others, 
nowhere close." 

Ramsay said some teenagers ini¬ 
tially vote based on what they hear 


at home and make up their own 
minds as they mature. 

“Or they'll do the exact opposite 
simply because of adolescent rebel¬ 
lion," he said. 

“Social media has allowed people 
to believe that their voices are 
heard by politicians, that you're 
potentially getting your voice out 
there so you don't have to follow up 
with a vote. But I stress that's a vir¬ 
tual democracy and it has zero 
power in the real world," Ramsay 
said. 

Josh Morison, 17, said he sees a 
real-world example of why he 
should vote. 

“Depending on who gets in, it 
will affect us in how it works out if 
they help pay for post-secondary 
costs or not," Morison said. The Lib¬ 
eral party has offered a 30% reduc¬ 
tion in university tuition, where the 
Progressive Conservatives have said 
they'll cut that grant. 

Brandon Amyot, 17, said casting 
a vote means your voice will be 
heard and you can make a differ¬ 
ence. 

"If you're apathetic about it (and 
don't vote), then you have no right 
to complain about it," he said, 
adding that young people need to 
keep abreast of the candidates and 
the issues. "I think what's even 
worse than not voting is having 
someone who votes but doesn't 
know a thing about what's going 
on." 

Ramsay said young people 
should be encouraged to make a 
habit of voting. 

"With declining voter turnout in 
most of the population under 55, 
it's vital to the survival of democ¬ 
racy that we get students voting as 
as early as possible, and as fre¬ 


quently as possible, so they adopt 
voting as a healthy routine or posi¬ 
tive habit: just like a work out rou¬ 
tine," he said. 

"I've noticed over the past 25 
years of teaching high school poli¬ 
tics and history that a growing 
number of students, and adults, 
think they have their say by simply 
posting an on-line opinion, tweet, 
or Faceboolc posting and therefore, 


they don't need to vote in an elec¬ 
tion," he added. "Social media may 
be good for encouraging people to 
go out and vote, but if people don't 
vote, all that social media does is 
lull people into a false sense 
of security that someone out there 
in the virtual world cares, listens 
and takes action." 

He said posting an opinion in 
social media is only virtual democ¬ 


racy, like playing a video game for 
fun. 

"The results often don't matter in 
the real world of decision making 
and creating laws. Political leaders 
respond best to actions, such as 
voting, rather than just words," he 
said. "If talk is cheap, on-line opin¬ 
ion is even cheaper."

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Jury in Douglas Minty case 
expected back June 30

Whether a small folding knife was open or 
closed continued to be the key issue from the 
beginning to the end of a coroner's inquest that has 
explored the shooting death of a mentally chal¬ 
lenged man. 

On the last day of the inquest, Wednesday, the 
officer insisted that as 59-year-old Douglas Minty 
came toward him with the knife in his hand, the 
blade was open. 

As the officer backed away, he shot Minty five 
times outside of his Elmvale home as his horrified 
86-year-old mother watched on June 22, 2009. 

The inquest has heard that Minty was upset with 
a “pushy” salesman that his mother had asked to 
leave. When the salesman returned to the door, 
Minty punched him in the face and the salesman 
called police. When the officer arrived, he spoke 
with the salesmen when suddenly Minty came 
toward him in a lumbering gait with his pocket 
knife in his hand. 

“I don't know how to be any clearer,” said OPP 
Const. Graham Seguin, who also goes by the name 
Jeff. “The knife was open. ... I saw him open the 
knife. He came at me with the knife. He closed the 
knife after he was shot.” 

As Minty lay dying on the street, the officer 
quickly approached him and kicked the knife out 
of his hand, then began CPR. The knife went skid¬ 
ding across the road and rested on the road near 
his cruiser. It was in closed position. 

In closing arguments, lawyer for the Minty's 
mother and siblings, who have sat through the 
inquest each day, insisted the officer's explanation 
doesn't make sense. 

“What officer Seguin describes could not have 
happened,” said lawyer Julian Roy. “It didn't 
happen. That knife was closed.” 

Roy noted that the three-step process of opening 
the folding multi-tool, closing the blade, then clos¬ 
ing the multi-tool, would be impossible for a devel- 
opmentally delayed man who lacked dexterity and 


who had been shot five times - once in the shoul¬ 
der — and was seconds away from death. He 
called on the jury to ask for an independent civil¬ 
ian review of the case. 

But other lawyers on the inquest, including 
those representing Ontario Provincial Police, the 
Ontario Provincial Police Association, the Ministry 
of Community Safety and Correctional Services, as 
well as the lawyer representing Seguin, all insist 
the knife was open. 

“There is no question the knife blade was open,” 
said ministry lawyer Ken Hogg, who noted the offi¬ 
cer yelled at Minty several times to drop the 
weapon. “All Mr. Minty had to do was drop the 
weapon.... We don't know why he didn't.” 

He said the use of a firearm by the officer was a 
reasonable use of force when being confronted 
with a knife. 

While some of the lawyers asked the jury to con¬ 
sider making a recommendation that 911 call- 
takers find out if the person has a mental or emo¬ 
tional problem, Hogg suggested that information 
would not have helped the officer in this circum¬ 
stance. “It's not relevant,” Hogg said. “If the officer 
knew he was developmentally delayed, did that 
mean there was less of a risk? Absolutely not. ... In 
fact, a person with mental or emotional problems 
may present an even greater risk.” 

Seguin's lawyer, Andrew McKay, said his client 
acted in a reasonable way and had no other choice. 
He pointed out the volatile risks police officers 
must face each day, using the example of recent 
deaths of three RCMP officers who were shot down 
by a gunman in Moncton, N.B., last week. 

“Every once in a while these tragedies happen ... 
It brings it home that (notion of) 'Gee, it could 
happened again',” McKay said. “Const. Seguin is a 
trained police officer, a father, a husband. He did 
not want to cause harm to Mr. Minty.” 

McKay said the key element in this case was 
better training for the 911 call-takers, who need to 
relay more information for police officers at crime 
scenes. The jury is expected back with a list of rec¬ 
ommendations June 30.

Put safety first with DIY projects 


(NC) Many more of us are 
rolling up our sleeves these 
days to tackle home improve¬ 
ment projects; thanks to the 
growing popularity of televi¬ 
sion shows, blogs, and Pinter- 
est. 

Did you know, however, 
that routine renovations could 
damage natural gas pipes and 
cause a leak? Before plac¬ 
ing power tools on the wall or 
shovels in the ground, there 
are some important safety 
considerations that should be 
built into your home renova¬ 
tion plan. 

If you have a natural gas 
range, fireplace, dryer or bar¬ 
becue, you will have natural 
gas pipes running through¬ 
out your house, according to 
Enbridge Gas Distribution. 
It's important to locate these 
pipes before beginning any 
work as you could easily dam¬ 
age them (even during the 


most routine renovations) and 
cause a gas leak. 

A licensed heating, venti¬ 
lation and air conditioning 
(HVAC) contractor should 
identify all hidden piping 
before you begin your project. 
If natural gas pipelines must 
be moved, this work must be 
conducted by an HVAC con¬ 
tractor - this should never be 
attempted on your own. 

Natural gas pipes, lines 
and cables are also buried 
underground outside your 
home. Any outdoor projects 
like building a deck, install¬ 
ing a fence or planting a tree 
requires calling before you 
dig. 

Digging in the wrong spot 
could cause serious damage, 
injury or death. You might also 
cut off service to the entire 
neighbourhood or receive a 
costly fine. To find out where 
it's safe to dig, call Ontario 


One Call at 1-800-400-2255 at 
least five days before starting 
your project. This free under¬ 
ground utility locating serv¬ 
ice is available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

While renovating, keep in 
mind that your natural gas 
appliances need room to 
breathe. If you're adding par¬ 
titions or walls near your fur¬ 
nace, water heater or other 
natural gas appliances, ensure 
that they have an adequate air 
supply. An HVAC contrac¬ 
tor can help you evaluate the 
situation and provide expert 
advice on how to safely exe¬ 
cute your plan. 

Installing insulation, using 
solvents or chemical strip¬ 
pers, and sanding and refin¬ 
ishing may release dust, flying 
particles, toxic fumes or other 
contaminants. To stay safe, 
make sure you have protec¬ 
tive clothing, including safety 


goggles and masks. 

Remember, natural gas 
smells like rotten eggs. If you 
smell gas at any point dur¬ 
ing your renovation, leave 


the area and call the utility's 
emergency number from out¬ 
side or from a neighbour's 
home.

Walking around the lakes for disaster preparedness

Becky Big Canoe of Georgina Island First Nation will be walking around 
lakes Simcoe and Couchiching between June 24 to July 2.

Becky Big Canoe will lead the 
first-ever walk around lakes Simcoe 
and Couchiching to raise money for 
disaster preparedness. 

The Waawaasegaming Water 
Walk takes place between June 23 
and July 2 and will be done in the 
spirit of the Mother Earth Water 
Walks that have already been com¬ 
pleted for the Great Lakes. 

Big Canoe, 51, a member of 
Georgina First Nation, will follow 
the example set by Josephine 
Madamin of the Three Fires Lodge, 
the founding chief commissioner of 
the Anishinabek Women's Water 
Commission. 

"I ran into Grandmother 
Josephine last summer walking 
with Tears for Justice and I told her 
where I was from and she said 'You 
know, you have to walk your lake.' 
She was looking me straight in the 
eye and I felt it in my heart that, yes, 
I have to do that," said Big Canoe. 
Madamin will join the walk on the 
first day, June 23. 

People are welcome to join the 
walk at any point, said Big Canoe. It 
will come to Orillia from Barrie 


June 27 and wind around the north 
end of Lake Couchiching June 28 
and into Rama First Nation June 29- 
30 before continuing to Game- 
bridge and Beaverton and ending at 
Virginia Beach on Lake Simcoe July 
2. Big Canoe participated in the first 
Orillia Memorial March for Mur¬ 
dered and Missing Aboriginal 
Women in February along with 
Gladys Radek, who led walks for 
Tears for Justice in western Canada, 
calling for a federal inquiry into the 
issue. 

"It's all connected: the health of 
the land, the health of the people 
and justice," she said. 

The main goal of the walk is to 
raise money for accidental spills. 
“I'd like a better Lake Simcoe emer¬ 
gency response system for haz¬ 
ardous spills," she said. 

In 2005, there was spill of gaso¬ 
line in the bay south of Georgina 
Island and it was difficult to co¬ 
ordinate a clean-up, Big Canoe 
said. 

She said she hopes to form part¬ 
nerships with local municipalities 
and their fire departments, police, 
the Lake Simcoe Region Conserva¬ 
tion Authority as well as the federal 
government. 

Lake Simcoe is unique because it 


has its own legislation to protect it, 
the Lake Simcoe Protection Act. It is 
enforced by the federal govern¬ 
ment, Big Canoe said. 

“The one we really need to step 
up to the plate is Transport Canada. 
They have the responsibility of 
enforcing federal legislation. We 


have to be vigilant. We have to step 
up our efforts to make sure the leg¬ 
islation is enforced and we are pre¬ 
pared if anything happens," she 
said. 

Money raised during the walk 
will be used to purchase clean-up 
supplies and provide training to 


emergency response teams around 
the lake, she said. 

While lakes Simcoe and Couch¬ 
iching don't have a lot of industry 
on the lake, there is increasing pres¬ 
sure on the watershed from agricul¬ 
ture, development and population 
with its demand for drinking water 
and sewage treatment around the 
lakes, she said. 

“We draw our drinking water 
from the lake," she said about the 
200 residents on Georgina Island. 

Waawaasegaming is the original 
name of Lake Simcoe; the walk also 
marks the beginning of an effort to 
reclaim its original name, she said. 

“I believe that raising the aware¬ 
ness of the name and doing the cer¬ 
emony and prayer is a start," she 
said. 

Big Canoe, an Anishinaabe 
woman, mother and grandmother, 
said the spiritual work along the 
walk is as important as raising 
funds and awareness of water 
health issues. Women are protec¬ 
tors of the water whereas men are 
keepers of the fire in the Anishi¬ 
naabe tradition. 

“We have a spiritual connection 
to this water. That is what is empha¬ 
sized throughout the Mother Earth 
Water Walks," she said.
